Exception may be taken to some 
of his recent proceedings, but the Anglo-Indian journals accuse him of enmity and 
instigate the Government of India to declare war. The Civil and Mihtary Gazette 
has openly declared that the time for action has arrived, but it should remember 
that another Kabul war would involve heavy sacrifices. The Government of 
India itself is responsible to a large extent for the complications which have arisen 
on the frontier. The Kandahar railway scheme is opposed to treaty stipulations, 
which do not provide for any interference in the internal affairs of Afghanistan. 
There is no provision in the treaty regarding the despatch of a mission. The treat 
only provides that the Governor-General may have an interview with the Amir on 
the frontier to settle any disputes, if necessary. A similar treaty was concluded 
between the Government of India and the late Mahdrdja Gulab Singh of Kashmir, 
but his son and grandson had to come to British territory to meet the Viceroy, and 
the present state of affairs in Kashmir is well known to the public. The illtreat- 
ment to which the State has been exposed is chiefly due to the misrepresentations 
of the Anglo-Indian newspapers. The despatch of a mission under Lord Roberts, 
who is next in rank to the Viceroy, is disapproved of by them. What do they think 
of the Amir? © He is no feudatory wines: Oat an independent ruler. He gets the 
comments of Anglo-Indian newspapers on Afghan affairs explained to him, and 
therefore the unjust attacks made on him must be very painful to him. Any 
unprejudiced man will readily perceive the validity of his objection to receive the 
mission at Jalalabad in the present disturbed state of his kingdom. If we invaded 
Afghanistan and succeeded in defeating Abdur Rahman, we would have to place 
another Afghan Sardar on the throne, because no foreign nation can properly rule 
over the Afghans, as was declared by a late Viceroy. Under these circumstances 
we had better conciliate Abdur Rahman.
